Wage Fight in Lower 
Chamber May Be Post- 
poned Till Next Week;

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—(?/)— 
The opposing forces in the wage- 
hour struggle prepared today to 
shift the scene of battle to the 
house of representatives. 

That chamber will receive on 
Monday the Black-Connery labor 
standards bill, which passed the 


senate Saturday, 56 to 28, after a 
determined effort to shelve it for 
the present session had been beat- 
en back by the narrower margin 
of 48 to 36. 

In the house, however, a bill 
much more drastic than the sen- 
ate measure is being prepared by 
the labor committee. In its present 
form it would permit an adminis- 
trative board to fix minimum 
wages as high as 70 cents an hour 
in interstate industries and short- 
en the work week to as low as 35 
hours. 

Under the senate bill the board 
could not force the payment of 
more than 40 cents an hour, or set 
a maximum work week shorter 
than 40 hours. 

Fight May Be Put Off. 

There was some doubt today 
whether the wage-hour fight 
would begin this week in the 
house. Though Chairman Norton, 
Democrat, New Jersey, said her 
labor committee would present 
the measure to the house by Wed- 
nesday, leaders thought debate 
might be put off until next week. 

The senate arranged to begin 
discussing tomorrow the Wagner 
bill for the government loans and 
subsidies to construct low-cost 
housing. Administration leaders 
predicted it will be passed in a 
day or two, thus opening the way 
for the substitute court bill. 

Action on these two would vir- 
tually complete the schedule sen- 
ate leaders have announced. There 
has been much talk of enacting 
legislation to tighten up the tax 
laws, but that must originate in 
the house. 

Legislation to control sugar mar- 
keting may take precedence in the 
house over the labor bill. Repre- 
sentative Cummings, Democrat, 
Colorado, leader of the beet sugar 
bloc, said he would seek action on 
a revised’ quota bill, stripped of 
provisions. restricting imports of 
refined sugar from Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. The 
administration has objected to 
these restrictions. 

Amendments Defeated. 

Before pushing the Black-Con- 
nery bill through the senate Sat- 
urday, its backers succeeded in de- 
feating most of the major amend- 
ments proposed on that day. 

The senate did, however, per- 
form one operation on the bill. It 
deleted the whole section on child 
labor and substituted a child labor 
bill sponsored by Senator Wheel-

Petain Gives Credit to Doughboys at Dedication of Huge 
Memorial to Them at Montfaucon; Roosevelt 
Broadcasts Message of Unity.

MONTFAUCON, France, Aug. 1. 
(UP)—Marshal Henri Petain, of 
France, in tears before a granite 
shaft ‘above the Meuse-Argonne 
plains that are glorified by the 
blood of 123,000 American dough- 
boys, revealed today that the ar- 
rival of the first United States 
troops in the summer of 1917 
saved the Allies from defeat. 

The 8l-year-old commander 
gave to the American armies full 
credit for turning the tide of the 
World War after Allied morale 
had been shattered by collapse of 
Russian resistance on the eastern 
front. 

President Roosevelt, his voice 
carried by radio from a yacht on 
the Potomac river at Virginia to 
the Montfaucon battlefield, 
pledged the United States to con- 
tinued faith in the ideal of democ- 
racy, common to France and the 
United States. 

President Roosevelt stressed the 
common Democratic aims of the 
two countries. 

“The people of France and the 
people of the United States find 
union today in common devotion 
to the ideal which the memorial 


tat Montfaucon symbolizes,” 


he 
said. “That ideal, to which both 
nations bear faithful witness, is 
the ideal of freedom under democ- 
racy—liberty attained by govern- 
ment founded in democratic insti- 
tutions.” 


President Le Brun, speaking 
immediately after — President 
Roosevelt, said his words “brought 
forth emotion hard to control.” 


“He spoke words of reason 
whose echo will go far beyond 
those to whom § they were 
destined,” Le Brun declared. 

Petain spoke at the dedication 
of the 175-foot Doric shaft, sur- 
mounting the untouched war 
ruins of Montfaucon, before an 
audience of 3,000 American war 
veterans and their families who 
came from Paris in five special 
trains. 

Beside him was his close friend, 
General John J. Pershing, an erect 
and stalwart figure in khaki de- 
spite his 77 years and-poor health. 

Pershing in a brief speech, 
painted a graphic picture of the 
horrors of war by describing the 
fighting of the Meuse-Argonne. 

“Nobody won anything in the 
last war,” he said. “Problems can 
not be settled by wars.”

n planning the vessel, commis- 
sion officials and designers used 
such sea disasters as the Morro 
Castle fire as object lessons. Fire 
resisting material will be used 
throughout the 34,000-ton liner, 
they said. 

The blueprints call for con- 
struction that would allow any 
three compartments of the ship to 
be flooded without sending her to 
the bottom. Most of the lifeboats 
will be motor propelled and 
equipped with radio. 

The new craft is designed as a 
companion ship for the liners 
Manhattan and Washington, al- 
though slightly larger. The specifi- 
cations are: 

Overall length, 723 feet: beam, 
92 feet; depth, 75 feet to the prom- 
enade deck; speed, 22 knots; pas- 
senger accommodations for about 
1,200 in cabin, tourist and class 
quarters; crew of 630. 

The ship will be built under the 
construction defferential subsidy 
provisions of the merchant ma- 
rine act. These authorize the gov- 
ernment to contribute up to 50 
per cent of total construction cost. 


FORMER CONSUL DIES. 

HONG KONG, Aug. 1.—(/)— 
Harry L. Paddock, 57, former 
United States consul at Amoy, 
China, and a retired naval officer, 
died today of pneumonia.

Leifheit admitted he drank 3.2 
beer but said he was in full com- 
mand of his faculties. Defense 
witnesses said he was sober. 

At Topeka, Attorney General 
Beck, commenting on the case, 
said, “It's the result, not the 
cause, that’s to be taken into ac- 
count. If a man’s intoxicated, he's 
intoxicated, no matter what he 
drank.”

ROGUING’ IS URGED 


Ballard Suggests Way of | 
Maintaining Uniformity 
of Planting Seed. 


EXPERIMENT, Ga., Aug. 1.— 
(?*—The growers of See Island 
cotton will have to become 
“roguers.” | 

W. W. Ballard, of the United 
States bureau of plant industry, ' 
declared in a bulletin of the Geor- | 
gia experiment station that 
‘roguing” is the only means of 
maintaining a pernfanent source 
of uniform planting seed for the 
long-staple cotton. 

“Roguing” is the removal of off- 
type plants from the fields. 

15,000 Acres Planted. 

Ballard said the revival of the 
Sea Island cotton growing in Geor- 
gia and Florida has resulted in 
some 15,000 to 25,000 acres being 
planted this year. The long-Staple 
brings fancy prices on the mar- 
ket, was put out of production in 
the early 1920’s by the boll weevil. 

Keeping the black seeds of Sea 
Island free from contamination of 
short cotton types is necessary to 
the revival of the long-staple in- 
dustry, Ballard said. 

In sections where Sea Island 
re-establishment is sought, Bal- 
lard said, “each farmer has a pub- 
lic responsibility to plant nothing 
but pure Sea. Island seed, since 
production of mixed fiber from 
contaminated seed cannot be con- 
cealed from spinners, whose con- 
tinued acceptance of the fiber is 
the ultimate factor in a possible 
re-establishment of the industry.” 

Fate Still in Doubt. 

Ballard said it is still doubtful 
if the recent successful growing of 
Sea Island cotton will continue.

SCHOLARS IN EXILE 

There is something strangely reminiscent of 
the Dark Ages of European history in the plight 
of hundreds of the world’s leading men of 
science today. Driven from their native lands 
by intolerance, ignorance and racial bigotry, 
these men are now without a country, exiles 
from homelands which fail to value the search 
of their greatest minds for truth. 

In the days of Galileo, persecution for 
science’s sake was hardly more rare than be- 
cause of conscience. We associate hardship and 
oppression with the life stories of the men who 
pioneered in the search for knowledge in a day 
when the stake was the reward for religious 
freedom and when tongues were slit because 
men dared to speak that which they held true. 

It is strange, however, and startlingly re- 
vealing to realize what large areas of the so- 
called civilized world of today have driven from 
their boundaries the men of science who would 
examine, investigate and test the developing 
truths of research. 

From Germany alone 800 of the leading 
scientists of the world have been driven forth 
to find new homes. From Russia another regi- 
ment were sent forth to tramp the highways 
of the world when the collapse of White Rus- 
sia doomed so many of her people to exile. 
From Italy and Austria and, now, from Spain, 
come the trained thinkers who are ousted by 
ignorant dictators or bureaucrats’ who place 
their own little prides above the white light of 
science. 

The contributions to progress that will, un- 
doubtedly, come to the world of the future from 
these outcasts will far outweigh any false or 
temporary benefit that may accrue from the 
mouthings of bombastic Fascist, Nazi or Soviet 
strutters. 

In the meantime, according to the Society 
for the Protection of Science and Learning, 
many of these brilliant minds are handicapped 
because of deprivations suffered by their physi- 
cal bodies. Many of them know hunger. Only 
the more famous have been able to continue 
their work to fullest advantage. 

It remains for those countries still holding 
the torch of intelligent civilization to provide 
generous harbor for these unfortunates com- 
pelled to leave those other lands which are so 
fast reverting to a new Dark Age. 


SHARKS DO, SOMETIMES, BITE 

While to the ocean swimmer who is at- 
tacked by a voracious monster of the deep it 
is probably of little concern whether the dan- 
gerous creature be shark or barracuda, there 
is a certain amount of interest in the delayed 
admission, by men of science, that shark bite 
in the waters of the Atlantic coast is not im- 
possible. 

In the past it has been customary for au- 
thorities of natural ocean phenomena to ascribe 
every reported bite of a surf bather to the 
disagreeable personality of the barracuda. Now, 
however, Dr. E. W. Gudger, of the American 
Museum, admits that irrefutable proof has been 
furnished that certain damaged ocean bathers 
were the victims of sharks, and not their 
cousin, the barracuda. 

A girl swimmer off the Florida coast, in 
1931, was badly lacerated by a creature both 
she and the life guard who dragged her bleed- 
ing form to shore insisted was a shark. The 
girl tried to push the creature away and, when 
she recovered sufficiently from her fearful ex- 
perience, said the skin of the creature was 
“like sandpaper.” which is exactly the cor- 
rect description of a shark’s complexion. 

A boy bathing off the Massachusetts coast 
was fatally injured by a shark in 1936 and a 
number of shark attacks are attested by the 
Charleston Museum. 

So, authoritative sources now concede that, 
when enjoying a swim in the surf while vaca- 
_ Uoning at the coast, it is within the realm of 
possibility that a mean-dispositioned shark 
may, occasionally, attempt to sever a human 
leg or make a meal of a swimmer’s arm. 

In future, when a large sea creature ap- 
pears, it would be well not only to inquire care- 
' fully as to whether its genus is shark or barra- 
cuda, but also to investigate the individual 
character and propensities of the thing, if it 
happens to be shark. For what might at first 
be mistaken for a jolly play fellow may, in rare 
cases no doubt, turn out to be too rough for 
good companionship. ,

THE SUGAR BOWL TRIBUTE 

If the Yroup of western members of. con- 
gress known as the “sugar bloc” succeeds, de- 
spite White House opposition, in forcing to en- 
actment the bill to provide a new “quota sys- 
tem,” to exact heavy excise taxes on the staple 
and to pay benefits out of government funds 
to the beet sugar producers of the west, it will 
simply result in every citizen of the country 
contributing, through the sugar bowl on his 
family dinner table, to this favored group. 

Beet sugar raised in the west can,snever com- 
pete on equal footing with the cane sugar from 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Cuba and the Virgin 
Islands. It is only by granting extensive sub- 
sidies and protection, in the form of heavy 
tariffs, to the beet sugar growers that their 
industry can continue. 

No such tribute is levied from consumers of 
the nation for the benefit of southern cotton 
growers and the agriculturists of any other sec- 
tion of the country. Aside from the politi- 
cally inspired desire of western representatives 
to curry favor with the beet sugar interests, 
there is no logical reason why the government 
should dip its hand into every sugar bowl in 
the land for the benefit of this special group. 

The land now devoted to beet sugar raising 
could easily and profitably be used for raising 
other products. Thus there would, eventually, 
be no injury to thg beet sugar producers if they 
find they cannot profitably continue in the 
industry without government aid. 

With the system of quotas and subsidies 
and high tariffs removed, the entire nation 
would be able to buy refined cane sugar at a 
price lower than that of today. 

AN ERROR RECTIFIED 

The repeal of that clause of the 1933 na- 
tional economy act which prohibited husband 
and wife from both holding jobs in government 
service ends a situation that was not only un- 
fair to the individual, but worked a hardship 
upon the federal service as well. 

While the avowed purpose of the regulation 
was praiseworthy—it was intended to spread 
earning capacity over a greater number of fam- 
ily units during the depression—in practice its 
disadvantages outweighed any possible good re- 
sults. 

The government, just like any other busi- 
ness organization, should first look for effi- 
cient employes. If artificial barriers to em- 
ployment, such as the section now repealed, 
brought about the discharge of competent 
workers and necessitated the expense of break- 
ing in others, frequently less capable, to take 
their places, it involved an uncalled for sac- 
rifice in the performance of a public service. 

Opponents of the rule have advanced many 
reasons for its repeal, even going so far as 
to state that government workers in Washing- 
ton had cohabited without benefit of matri- 
mony in order to escape its enforcement. This 
was probably chiefly propaganda. American 


citizens, whether government workers or not, : 
are not apt to condone violations of the moral - 


code for monetary consideration, under what- 
ever guise it comes. There may have been 
one or two individual cases of this type, but 
even that is doubtful. Such cases, if any there 
were, would probably have existed even had 
the regulation not been in effect. 

Inasmuch, however, as the repeal removes 
a handicap to federal offices seeking the most 
efficient and capable personnel, it is a wise 
move for the better service of the taxpayers. 


THE MILLENNIUM APPROACHES 


Now it is reported that a well-known auto- 
mobile manufacturer expects to demonstrate 
this year a new model that combines the fam- 
ily car with the family airplane. The machine, 
it is stated, will travel the highways as an 
automobile with a speed up to 75 miles an hour 
or, by the attachment of wings, a matter of 
three minutes’ operation, will fly through the 
air at 125 miles an hour. 


The only handicap seen in the new two- 
element vehicle is that a flying field is still 
necessary for the transition from earthbound 
transportation to the wings of the bird. If the 
driver could only soar at will, directly from the 
highway, the thing would be perfect. Then 
there’d be a new dimension for the man in 
a hurry and, when he was impeded by a 
slower-moving driver ahead, he could choose 
whether to slip around on the concrete or to 
hop over the snaillike nuisance. 

Of course, before utter perfection is reached 
there is one more improvement that must be 
made. It must be possible to attach a trailer 
to the car that will, likewise, soar into the 
upper reaches of the atmosphere at the driver’s 
whim. 

Then, the millennium of the nomad will be 
here. The only thing needed on the surface 
of the earth will be a few wide highways and 
an occasional landing field. Man will live in 
his mobile caravan, flitting like the bird from 
one temporary resting place to another, or, 
more likely, hopping like the grasshopper in 
a plague of human fleas who can never be 
located moré than an hour or two in any ter- 
restrial spot.

In 1920 race that I ever 
covered was the 1920 number be- 
tween an American sailboat called 
the Ranger and Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton’s Shamrock IV. This one was 
sailed off Sandy Hook and took 
12 days from first to last, and 
though it was by no means the 
best of the series it was by all 
odds the funniest. One day a sail 
fell down and for two days the 
sea was so smooth that the skip- 
pers couldn’t get the boats around 
the course within the time limit 
of six hours.

MacDonald, of Edenburgh, is one of 
the foremost of the younger men 


in the Scottish pulpit of today. He 
is one of the men to whom Scot- 
land looks with confidence to up- 
hold her great traditions of the 
Christian ministry. Now he has 
ublished his first book, “Modern 
vangelism.” He has _ chosen 
a great and timely theme; he says 
some things which just now 
urgently need saying; and he says 
them wth all the gréater cogency 
because he himself in his own 
ministry is seeking to do what he 
calls upon others to Go.

Look at the 
contemporary activity of the 
Communists. They do not seem

Rather, 
they seek to win fresh adherents 
to the movement by personal 
contact and by persuading,others, 
in shops and factories and in the 
open air, to accept a principle, a 
policy, and a program.

‘ Hawaii, Puerto Rico Refined 


Quotas Form Hub of 
Congress Dispute. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1—(P)— 
Sugar threatens just now t6 pro- 
duce one of the sourest legislative 
rows of the year. 


In fact, there are those on Capi- 
tol Hill who predict that the fight 
over a new sugar control bill may 
thwart the plans of leaders to ad- 
Journ congress before Labor Day. 

Nub of the dispute is the ques- 
tion how much refined sugar Ha- 
waii and Puerto Rico shall be al- 
lowed to send into the American 
market. 

Administration Insistent. 

Administration officials have in- 
sisted that Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico be permitted to ship quotas 
of 938,000 and 798,000 short tons 
respectively, declaring that to 
slash these figures would be un- 
fair to the offshore areas and 
business interests there. 

But the congressional sugar 
bloc thought otherwise. The Jones 
bill, drawn as a “compromise” but 
still unacceptable to executive de- 
partments, would limit Hawaii tc 
29,616 tons and Puerto Rico to 
126,000. The remainder of their 
quotas would have to be raw su- 
gar. 

The strategy of congressmen 
from sugar-producing areas on the 
mainland, as it shaped up today, 
is to permit the disputed section 
to be stricken out in committee 
but to try to put it back on the 
floor of the house in the hope that 
the President wil) sign it. The ad- 
ministration wants a system of sug- 
ar control, and it is confronted 
by the fact that the Jones-Cost- 
igan quota act, which divides the 
domestic market among various 
producing areas, will expire De- 
cember 31. 

Reimpose AAA Taxes. 

If enacted the bill would sup- 
plant the Jones-Costigan quota act 
and reimpose the old AAA proc- 
essing taxes from which benefit 
payments would be made to pro- 
ducers. President Roosevelt was 
originally in favor of a tax of 75 
cents on the hundred pounds, but 
informed sources said he would 
accept the 50-cent tax currently 
favored.

Alabama and Florida yesterday 
announced plans to follow the lead 
of Georgian clamping a quaran- 
tine on three counties in those 
states infested with the Argentine 
weevil. 

Georgia Entomologist Manning 
S. Yeomans last week announced 
plans for the Georgia quarantine, 
at that time protested by Alabama 
and Florida. 

Last night, however, they an- 
nounced plans to follow suit, or- 


‘| dering state highway patrolmen to 


enforce the quarantine through in- 
spection of all crops moved from 
the infested areas. Products that 
cannot be properly examined will 
not be allowed through the quar- 
antine. 

The Argentine weevil is said to 
carry a greater potential threat to 
southern agriculture than the boll 
weevil. It has infested 25 and 
30 square mile areas in Alabama 
and Florida. Alabama itself is 
placing a quarantine of products 
of Okaloosa and Walton counties, 
Florida, and Covington county, 
Alabama, effective today. 

So far, these are the only coun- 
ties in which the white-fringed 
beetle has been discovered. To- 
bacco fs the only crop seemingly 
immune to attacks from the para- 
site. 

Fifty federal and 10 state ento- 
mologists have beén sent into the 
infested zone to enforce the quar- 
antine and fight the spread of the

diers. 

The Chinese were estimated to 
number about 100,000 including 
remnants of the 29th division and 
other units driven from the Pei- 
ping-Tientsin area by the Japa- 
nese.

QUANTICO, Va., Aug. 1—(AP) 
The text of President Rooseveit’s 
address, delivered by radio in con- 
nection with the dédication of an 
American batile monument at 
Montfaucon, France, follows: 


M..Le. President De La Re- 
publique Francaise, M. Le. Mare- 
chal Petain, Ambassador Bullitt, 
General Pershing, ladies and 
gentlemen: 


Though the seas divide us, the 
people of France and the people 
of the United States find’ union 
today in common devotion to the 
ideal which the memorial at 
Montfaucon . symbolizes. That 
ideal, to which both nations bear 
faithful witness, is the ideal of 
freedom under democracy—lib- 
erty attained by government 
rea agg in democratic institu- 

ons. 


In a real sense this monu- 
ment, which we have reared on 
the French hillside to commem- 
orate the victory of our first ar- 
my in the Meuse-Argonne offen- 
sive, symbolizes that devotion. 

Today we reaffirm our faith 
in the democratic ideal. It was 
in defense of that ideal that we 
entered the great war 20 years 
ago. In the Meuse-Argonne, we 
fought as champions of the rights 
of mankind. Neither France nor 
the United States sought or seeks 
conquest—neither had nor has 
imperial designs: Both desire to 
live at peace with all nations. 
Both seek kinship with lovers of 
liberty wherever they are found. 


FRANCE IS STANDARDBEARER 
FOR GREAT TRADITION 


France is carrying on in the 
tradition of a great civilization, 
a civilization with which our 
own culture has had full com- 
munion from our very beginnings 
as a nation. We, of this coun- 
try, have not forgotten nor could 


we ever forget the aid given us 
by France in the dark days of 
the American revolution. 

Our historic: friendship finds 
apt expression in the quotation 
from a ietter which Washington 
wrote to Rochambeau, and which 
is inscribed on the base of our 
monument to the great French- 
man: “We have been contempo- 
raries and fellow-laborers in the 
cause of liberty, and we have 
lived together as brothers should 
do, in harmonious friendship.” 

Many things have gone into 
the making of the France which 
we révere and with whose cul- 
ture we find ourselves in close 
communion. All of the past 
speaks to us in the living present, 
and out of the shadows of a 
thousand years emerge the glory 
and the achievement which are 
France. 

These things we remember to- 
day, nor do we forget the living 
France; the green fields around 
Montfaucon, with broad farms 
and contented dwellers on the 
soil; the villages and cities with 
their artists and artisans—all 
these make and preserve the 
France we hail today. 
AMERICANS DIED TO PRESER 
IDEALS OF DEMOCRACY 

To the preservation of this civ- 
ilization American soldiers and 
sailors contributed their lives and 
lie buried on this and other bat- 
tlefields. They died brothers-in- 
arms with Frenchmen. And in 
their passing America and France 
gained deeper devotion to the 
ideals of democracy. 

In their name, for their sake, 
I pray God no hazard of the fu- 
ture may ever dissipate or de- 
stroy that common ideal. I greet 
the republic of France, firm in 
the confidence that a friendship 
as old as the American nation 
will never be suffered to grow 
less.

Here is another exercise which 
gets almost as many muscles as 
swimming: 

Stand erect, feet together and 
hands down at the sides. For ex- 
ercise, leap into the air, flinging 
the arms to. shoulder level from 
the sides, and kicking sideward 
with one foot. Repeat the exer- 
cise, alternating legs for the side 
kick. Keep both knees straight, 
and kick to a right angle if pos- 
sible. 

A vigorous variation of the fore- 
going exercise is to jump into the 
air with knees straight, and throw 
both legs sideward, arms going up 
as you leave the ground. Come 
down with the feet together. 

These exercises are good for 
whatever ails your figure, and 
especially for hips, thighs and 
tummy. If you are having waist- 
line trouble, however, add this to 
the set: 

Position: Stand with feet to- 
gether, right arm folded back of 
body and hand clutching the left 
side. Stretch the left arm in front 
of the body, shoulder height. 

Movement: Bend and twist at 
the waist to place the palm of the 
left hand on the outer side of the 
right foot. Swing up, flinging the 
left arm backward and twisting 
the body forcibly at the waist. Re- 
peat the exercise 10 times with 
this position, then reverse the 
arms and perform with the left 
arm in back of body, right arm 
swinging. 

If you will take just these three 
exercises and do themr every sin- 
gle day, your figure will be as 
slim and trim as you could wish— 
provided, of course, your weight 
is not too far beyond the range 
of normal.

GOOD MORNING 


By LOUIE D. NEWTON, 


Mark Twain’s oft-quoted state- 
ment to the effect that “we talk 
about the weather but nobody has 
ever been able to do anything 
about it” is very appropriate just 


at this time when, for at least a 
considerable rtion of north 
Georgia, we face the results of 
next to the driest July in the his- 
tory of the Atlanta Weather Bu- 
reau. I am writing this on Friday 
evening, July 30, and the record 
for July this year, up to this hour 
on next to the last day of the 
month, is .83 inch of rainfall, 
which is 3.56 inches deficient. 
This deficiency, plus a deficiency 
of over two inches in May and 
June, throws us. into the middle 
of a real drouth at the very time 
when the corn nd other food 
crops need rain most. 

Judging by my little patch, and 
the few sections I have seen in 
brief trips out of the city for fu- 
nerals during July, my guess is 
that the corn crop in this section 
will be substantially below the 
average. Certain agés of corn have 
suffered less than the average. 
And what is true of the reduction 
in the yield of corn will be felt in 
other food crops such as potatoes, 

as, beans, peanuts, and so on. 

otton, of course, will suffer least 
from drouth, and it may turn out 
that the extreme dry July will 
keep the weevils out of the cotton 
and thus effect some compensation 
for the reduction in food crops. 

The driest July on record in the 
Atlanta Weather Bureau, accord- 
ing to my conversation with Mr. 
Mindling this afternoon, was 1881, 
When they had only .56 inch of 
rainfall. Another very dry July 
was in 19230 when we had only 1.48 
inches of rainfall. In 1907 the July 
rainfall amounted to 1.98 inches. 
It is interesting to note that in 
1925, one of the driest years ever 
recorded, we had more rain in 
July than we did in any other 


month from March to October.

Today’s Recipes. 

Apple Muffins—Prepare plain 
muffin batter. Put into pans. In 
the top of each muffin put two 
wedge-shaped pieces of apple, 
sprinkle with a small amount of 
sugar and just a dash of nutmeg 
and cinnamon. Bake at the usual 
temperature. 

Blueberry Muffins.—Wash and 
drain well two-thirds cup blue- 
berries. Sprinkle with two table- 
spoons sugar and sift one-fourth 
cup of the flour from the recipe 
over them. Shake to mix well. 
Stir into batter just before put- 
ting into pans to bake. 

Sour Cherry Cake.—One pint 
sour cherries, washed and pitted; 
three egg yolks, one-half cup sug- 
ar, one-fourth cup melted butter, 
one and one-half cups flour, one 
and one-half cups milk, one-fourth 
teaspoon vanilla, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one yeast cake, one- 
fourth cup lukewarm _ water. 
Crumble yeast into water. Mix and 
sift together dry ingredients. Add 
yolks, butter, vanilla, yeast and 
milk and beat until smooth. Let 
rise until double in bulk, then 
beat back and pour into oblong 
buttered cake pan. Cover dough 
with cherries. Let rise about 12 
minutes. Sprinkle with powdered 
sugar. Bake. Cut in squares and 
serve warm or cold. Blueberries or 
other berries may be used instead 
of cherries.
